This  report  represents  the  second  annual  comprehensive  summary  of  fruit  tree  surveys  now 
being  conducted  by  States  on  a regional  basis.  The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to  make  com- 
parable data  on  fruit  tree  numbers  available  for  several  adjacent  States.  For  this  project, 

State  surveys  are  financed  by  State  funds  matched  with  Federal  funds  received  from  the  Consumer 
and  Marketing  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  under  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Act  of  1946.  Data  collection  and  summarization  of  these  surveys  are  being  supervised 
by  the  State  field  offices  of  the  Statistical  Reporting  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Although  previous  independent  State  surveys  supplied  valuable  information  on  tree  inventories, 
the  Regional  Fruit  Tree  Survey  program  is  designed  to  provide  a wider  scope  of  useful  information 
to  better  serve  the  planning  and  marketing  needs  of  the  fruit  industry.  This  will  be  accomplished 
through  the  grouping  of  States  having  comparable  varieties  and  cultural  practices  and  the  use  of 
uniform  age  classifications.  The  regional  grouping  of  States  and  their  survey  dates  are  as 
follows : 


Group  1 (1966):  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 

Connecticut,  and  New  York. 

Group  2 (1967):  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and 

West  Virginia. 


Group  3 (1968) : Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Kentucky, 

Tennessee,  and  Minnesota. 


Group  4 (1969) : North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama, 

Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  Arizona. 


Group  5 (1970) : Iowa,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Colorado,  Montana,  Idaho,  Utah, 

Washington,  Oregon,  and  California. 

For  the  purpose  of  these  surveys,  a commercial  orchard  is  defined  as  any  orchard  having  100 
or  more  trees  of  a particular  fruit;  and  a commercial  vineyard  as  one  having  500  or  more  grape- 
vines. Data  from  orchards  having  fewer  than  100  trees  of  a particular  fruit  are  not  included  in 
this  summary,  except  that  an  orchard  qualifying  as  a commercial  orchard  for  a particular  fruit 
is  considered  to  be  commercial  for  all  fruit  regardless  of  the  number  of  other  fruit  trees  or 
grapevines.  Data  from  an  orcharcL-not-  being  maintained  for  production  or  one  from  which  no  fruit 
was  harvested  during  the  2 years  preceding  the  survey  in  that  State  are  not  included. 


This  publication  summarizes  fruit  tree  data  on  a State  and  regional  basis  only.  More  de- 
tailed information  for  any  particular  State,  such  as  tree  numbers  by  county,  etc.,  may  be  ob- 
tained by  writing  to  the  State  and  requesting  its  fruit  tree  bulletin.  Those  bulletins  prepared 
in  conjunction  with  the  1968  Regional  Fruit  Tree  Survey  program  are  available  upon  request  from 
the  following  sources :
